WASHINGTON (AP) — Acting to 
define food u nder Phase 3 wage-price 
gu idelines, the Cost of Liv ing Cou ncil 
has ex empted alcoholic bev erages, to­ 
bacco and dru gs from mandatory 
controls. 


The cou ncil said Friday that any 
items "produ ced or manu factu red for 
hu man ingestion, bu t not inclu ding 
alcoholic bev erages, tobacco produ cts 
or dru gs,” are su bject to mandatory 
controls, 
Mandatory controls mean a firm 
cannot raise prices withou t ju stify ing 
them. Nor can it ex ceed a profit 
margin or percentage marku p set by 
the cou ncil. 
The food, constru ction and health 
indu stries remained u nder mandatory 
wage-price controls when Phase 3 was 
pu t into effect Jan. 11, while the re­ 
mainder of the economy went u nder 
v olu ntary restraints. 
F irm s cov ered 
by 
m andatory 
controls, the cou ncil said fu rther, are 
those deriv ing at least 20 per cent or 
$50 million of their annu al rev enu es 
from 
the 
sale 
of 
food. 
Large 
restau rants, caterers and v ending- 
machine operators are su bject to the 
mandatory controls, the cou ncil said. 


Produ cts eaten by both hu mans and 
beasts will be ex empt from mandatory 
controls u ntil they "enter into a 
processing stage” where they are in­ 
tended for strict hu man ingestion, the 
cou ncil said. 
The new regu lations don’t apply to 
raw farm produ cts u ntil after the first 
sale, and wholesalers are still per­ 
mitted to pass along any increases in 
those produ cts when they sell su ch 
items. 
The controls continu e to set a ceiling 
on price increases based on a firm ’s 
profit margin before controls were 
iastitu ted. 
Officials said alcoholic bev erages 
were ex empted becau se they are not 
inclu ded in the federal food price index 
that is u sed to calcu late the cost of liv ­ 
ing and "liqu or prices hav e not been a 
problem in Phase 2.” 
Under the cou ncil’s definition, any 
ice pu rchased to pu t in a drink will be 
su bject to mandatory controls—if the 
ice company is big enou gh—and while 
the liqu or won’t be, the mix er will. 
Corn, wheat and soy beans will be 
cov ered if they are to be made into 
breakfast cereal, cooking oil or other 
produ cts for hu man consu mption bu t 
not if they are sold as liv estock feed.

SAIGON (AP) — Commu nist forces 
stormed into the major city of Tay 
Ninh and its Cao Dai temple today and 
attacked smaller towns across Sou th 
Vietnam in what U.S. officials said was 
a grab for land before the cease-fire. 


It has been widely presu med by 
allied officials that the Viet Cong 
wou ld like to claim Tay Ninh City , a 
prov incial capital 55 miles northwest 
of Saigon, as a political base. 


They believ e it is important to the 
Commu nists becau se the city is near 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
military bases and su pply depots along 
the Cambodian border. 
The Sou th Vietnam ese m ilitary 
command said the Commu nist troops 
had been driv en ou t of sev eral hamlets 
arou nd Tay Ninh. Bu t they acknowl­ 
edged enemy troops still held two 
edges of the city . 
U.S. officials said the attacks might 
prov e of some su ccess to the Com­ 
mu nists in giv ing them control in new 
areas before the cease-fire goes into 
effect at 8 a.m.

The Saigon command reported 160 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong at­ 
tacks across Sou th Vietnam du ring the 
24 hou rs ending at 6 a.m. today , the 
highest nu mber in nearly a y ear. 
Abou t two-thirds of the attacks were 


by rockets and mortars, and it was the 
third su ccessiv e day that enemy at­ 
tacks topped 100.

As the U.S. and South Vietnamese 
delegations left, the crowd across the 
street booed and jeered, then burst into 
the “ International” as the Viet Cong 
foreign minister, Mrs. Binh, came into 
view. 
The South Vietnamese delegation 
announced later that it had expressed 
“its <k*ep surprise” to the French 
government for permitting the demon­ 
stration to take place near the scene of 
the signing. 
About 300 French and Vietnamese, 


waving a forest of North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong flags, stood behind 
police barriers opposite the entrance 
to the conference center. 


Signed at the first ceremony were 
three protocols, or annexes, and the 
main agreement entitled: “Agreement 
on Ending the War and Restoring 
Peace in Vietnam.” 
The protocols cover the release of 
prisoners, the operation of the four- 
nation control commission of Canada, 
Indonesia, Poland and Hungary and 
the operation of the temporary Joint 
Military Commission to be set up by 
the four parties to the agreements. 
The documents set aside for Rogers 
and Trinh were three protocols plus a 
fourth covering U.S. rem oval of 
American mines dropped in North 
Vietnamese waters. 
The only difference in the documents 


in the morning and afternoon session is 
in the preamble and the designation of 
the signatories. 
The agreement signed by all four 
parties refers only to “the parties 
participating in the Paris conference 
on Vietnam.” 
The 
U.S.-North 
Vietnamese 
documents formally designate the four 
parties by name, including the 
Republic of Vietnam, meaning South 
V ietnam , 
and 
the 
provisional 
revolutionary government, meaning 
the Viet Cong. 
This complex procedure was a 
compromise avoiding 
any mutual 
recognition by the two rival South 
Vietnamese governments. 
The signing ends for the United 
States a war that saw its first soldier 
killed in action in 1961. Since then 
45,931 Americans have died in action 
and 303,605 have been wounded. 
Dying War Claims 3rd American 


Products eaten by both humans and 
beasts will be exempt from mandatory 
controls until they “enter into a 
processing stage” where they are in­ 
tended for strict human ingestion, the 
council said. 
The new regulations don’t apply to 
raw farm products until after the first 
sale, and wholesalers are still per­ 
mitted to pass along any increases in 
those products when they sell such 
items.

Corn, wheat and soybeans will be 
covered if they are to be made into 
breakfast cereal, cooking oil or other 
products for human consumption but 
not if they are sold as livestock feed. 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist forces 
stormed into the major city of Tay 
Ninh and its Cao Dai temple today and 
attacked smaller towns across South 
Vietnam in what U.S. officials said was 
a grab for land before the cease-fire. 


It has been widely presumed by 
allied officials that the Viet Cong 
would like to claim Tay Ninh City, a 
provincial capital 55 miles northwest 
of Saigon, as a political base. 


They believe it is important to the 
(Communists because the city is near 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
military bases and supply depots along 
the Cambodian border. 
The South Vietnam ese m ilitary 
command said the Communist troops 
had been driven out of several hamlets 
around Tay Ninh. But they acknowl­ 
edged enemy troops still held two 
edges of the city. 
U.S. officials said the attacks might 
prove of some success to the Com­ 
munists in giving them control in new 
areas before the cease-fire goes into 
effect at 8 a.m. Sunday — 7 p.m. EST 
today. 
One U.S. soldier who watched a 
buddy die in a predawn rocket attack 
on Da Nang Air Base said: “The only 
irony of it is that a good friend of mine 
from the same hometown as I’m from 
was killed this morning. He was 
supposed to start initial out-processing 
this morning to leave. He just got 
killed.” 
He was the third American ser­ 
viceman to die since the cease-fire was 
announced W ednesday. A M arine 
security guard was killed in a rocket 
attack on the Bien Hoa Air Base before 
dawn Friday, and an observer was 
killed later the same day when his 
helicopter crashed IOO miles east of 
Saigon. Thirty-one American serv- 
Study Fate 
O f Missing 
Journalists 


SAIGON (AP) — A cease-fire across 
Indochina may bring the solution to 
one of the deeper mysteries of the war 
— the fate of a score of newsmen who 
vanished while covering the fighting. 
Concerning 39 others, there is no 
mystery. They are dead, the victims of 
a mean war where a front seldom 
existed and the end could come in an 
aerial ball of flame or, just as easily, 
with the next step in a rice paddy or the 
next kilometer on a Cambodian high­ 
way. 
The toll seems high; but perhaps is 
not, considering that 1,500 or more 
newsmen came from all over the worm 
in the past decade to look at the In­ 
dochina war, some staying only a few 
weeks and some for years. The count 
of wounded among them has long since 
been lost, but it is in the hundreds. 
The chief interest in this casualty list 
now centers on the missing — 19 in 
Cambodia since 
hostilities spread 
there in the spring of 1970 and one who 
disappeared in South Vietnam last 
year during the battle of Quang Tri. 
Despite 
num erous private 
in­ 
vestigations and repeated appeals to 
the Communist side for information 
concerning the journalists, it is not 
known if any are alive; and some are 
regarded as almost certainly dead. 
The Vietnam peace accord provides 
for the return of all foreign civilian, as 
well as military, prisoners and for a 
mutual effort to account for all of the 
missing and dead and, in the latter 
case, to recover bodies. 


icemen and civilian advisers and 
technicians have been wounded since 
Wednesday. 
The Saigon command reported 160 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong at­ 
tacks across South Vietnam during the 
24 hours ending at 6 a.m. today, the 
highest number in nearly a year. 
About two-thirds of the attacks were

COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Ohio 
Farmers Union President Carlie Nash 
pledged Friday an all out effort will be 
made this year to get property tax 
relief for farmers. 
In 1971, Ohio farm ers paid 27 per 
cent of their net income in property 
taxes, and unless something is done 
“ families tilling their own soil for a 
living will be a thing of the past,” he 
said. 
Nash spoke before an estimated 500 
persons attending the state Farmers 
Union twoday convention here. 
The union favors a 
state con­ 
stitutional amendment allowing rural 
lands to be taxed according to use 
rather than open m arket value. 
A similar proposal was passed by the 
General Assembly last year but was 
later declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court. 
The Fanners Union also has filed 
suit in Federal court in Toledo to have 
the use* of property taxes to support 
education ruled unconstitutional. Nash 
said the union favors education sup­ 
p lie d on a tax base of graduated net 
income based on ability to pay. 
National Farmers Union lYesident 
Tony Dechant, also at the meeting, 
promised to work for reinstatement of 
federal farm programs recently cut by 
the Nixon administration. 


Tile head of the Farm ers Home 
Administration officer here, Ralph 
Stacey, said the FHA has about $2 
million available for loans to farmers 
who are unable to get money else­ 
where through its Operating Ix>an 
Program. 
Stacy said the money, loaned at a 
rate of 5.87 per cent could be used to 
help farmers get started on next year’s 
crops. The emergency loans to farm ­ 
ers, cut off last month by the federal 
government, would have cost the 
borrowers one per cent. Stacy said it 
appeared to him there wouldn’t be any 
further emergency loans, at least until 
the end of the current fiscal year. 
It appeared likely that in addition to 
the FHA funds, the Ohio Department 
of Agriculture would get the okay some 


time next week to use $1.5 million from 
the Ohio Rural Rehabilitation Corp. 
fund for guarantees on commercial 
loans to farmers. Approval is needed 
from the U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. Ohio Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown must also rule the state con­ 
stitution would not be violated through 
use of the funds. 
A spokesm an for the attorney 
general said Brown is ready to ap­ 
prove the move. He also said the USDA 
is expected to act on the m atter next 
week.

Noted Movie 'Tough Guy' 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Actor Ed­ 
ward G. Robinson, famous for his 
tough-guy film roles and expensive art 
collections, is dead at 79. 
A fam ily spokesm an said the 
veteran of more than 40 plays and 112 
films died Friday of cancer at Mt. 
Sinai Hospital. His wife, Jane, was 
with him. 
Funeral services are scheduled for 2 
p.m. Sunday at Temple Israel, with 
burial in New York on Monday. The 
family spokesman said actor Charlton 
Heston, who costarred in Robinson’s 
most recent film, “Soylent Green,” 
will deliver the eulogy during services 
here. 
Though famous for his sinister 
gangster portrayals, Robinson played 
that role in only about IO of his filius. 
His portrayal of a mobster in the 
film “Little Caesar” made him a star, 
but other memorable roles were the 
patient scientist in “Dr. Ehrlich’s 
Magic Bullet” and the hard-driving 
managing editor in “Five Star Final.” 
Off the screen, he was known as a 
quiet art collector and political liberal 
who could converse in six languages. 
In 1982, he suffered a heart attack on 
an African movie location and was 
hospitalized for three weeks. The 
stumpy, thick-lipped actor dismissed 
the seizure as a “heart episode” and 
said of it: 
“It was a rude affront. It’s one of 
those stumbling blocks that you en­ 
counter along the way.

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Good Bean Seed 
In Short Supply

, If you intend to plant soybeans this 
year, you’d better get seed bought and 
on your farm as soon as possible. 
That’s the advice of Gordon Ryder, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University, who forsees a real 
shortage of good seed for planting the 
1973 crop. 
The problem is that germination 
percentages are down. Rainy weather 
last summer and fall allowed the 
development of Phomopsis seed decay 
and seedling blight in growing plants. 
The fungus disease progressed far 
enough 
to

germination 
potential to some extend in fields 
And So 
It Grows

Can you tell when your house plants 
need repotting? Probably the first 
thing you will notice is that the foliage 
becomes oversize for the pot. 
A second way is to check the amount 
of soil in relation to the plant root 
system. Wet the soil in the pot. Then, 
while holding one hand around the 
base of the plant and over the soil, turn 
the plant and pot up side down and 
gently tap the edge of the pot on a 
bench. The plant and soil ball will 
come out intact. 
If all you see is a mass of white roots 
and not much soil, the plant should be 
repotted in a larger pot, using new 
potting soil. 
Repotting 
When repotting, select a container, 
preferably a clay pot, which has a 
drainage hole in the bottom. Excess 
water that cannot drain out will kill 
your plant. If you have a ceramic 
planter that you prefer to use, place a 
clay pot (liner) inside, or put a heavy 
layer of gravel or broken clay pot 
pieces in the bottom of the ceramic 
planter so the water can drain out of 
the potting soil. 
After watering the plant (in a 
ceramic planter), and after the bub­ 
bling has stopped, hold one hand over 
the surface of the soil and tip the pot 
over on its side. This permits excess 
water to dram out. In large ceramic 
pots that are too heavy to handle, place 
a gravel base underneath the clay pot 
liner. The important thing is to keep 
the clay pot and potting soil around the 
root system out of standing water. 
Dwarfing 
If you prefer to hold your house plant 
(or plants) in a dwarfed condition, do 
not repot. In this case, however, you 
should not over fertilize. Very in­ 
frequent fertilization — light ap­ 
plication once a year — and water as 
needed along with other plant care 
recommendations are 
all that 
is 
needed to keep the plant small or 
dwarfed.

harvested early and greatly in fields 
where harvest was delayed. 
Supplies of Ohio certified seed will 
be shorter than usual, and seed 
available will not germinate as well as 
they have in prior years. Only 30 
percent of the soybean seed samples 
tested in the Ohio Seed Improvement 
Association laboratory 
has ger­ 
minated at rates over 80 percent. About 
50 percent of the samples germinated 
at rates over 70 percent. 
The real shortage, however, is in the 
supplies of seed that farmers usually 
hold from their own crops and plant 
the following year- Many samples 
from these on-farm or elevator-held 
seed supplies are germinating so 
poorly that the seed are begin sold for 
feed processing. 
If you saved soybeans from you 1972 
crop that you want to plant this year, 
Ryder's advice is to have them tested 
for germination as soon as possible. If 
they’re like a lot of other Ohio beans 
grown last year, they may not ger­ 
minate well. 
It will pay to send samples to a 
laboratory soon for two reasons. First, 
it will give you time to tmd some better 
seed, if yours do not germinate 
adequately. Second, the laboratories 
are becoming swamped with samples 
for testing. 
The 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
A g ric u ltu re ’s 
Reynoldsburg 
Laboratory has recieved so many 
samples for regulatory testing, which 
the lab is required to do, the depart­ 
ment won’t be able to do much testing 
for individual farmers. In fact, of­ 
ficials there say that with normal 
amount of regulatory work coming in, 
some sampels may not be tested until 
plainting tim.e 
If you have a soybean seed sample 
vou’d like tested, Ryder recommends 
that you send it to a private laboratory. 
The sample will be tested to determine 
the regular germination percentage 
and the germination percentage after 
the seed is treated. Your county agent 
will be happy to forward your samples 
for you. Private laboratories in Ohio 
are: Seed Technology, Inc., Box 31, 
Marysville, Ohio 43040; the Ohio Seed 
Testing Service, Box 598, West Je f­ 
ferson, Ohio 43162; National Seed 
Testing Service, 2042 Birehwood, P. O. 
Drawer E, H. D. Station, Toledo, Ohio 
43614; 
and 
Great 
Lakes 
Seed 
laboratory, Inc., 2113 Toledo Trust 
Building, Toedo, Ohio 43604. 
Each sample should include about 
three pounds of soybeans packaged in 
a moisture proof plastic bag or other 
container. It’s likely that a charge of 
about $7 will be made on each sample 
duel tested (untreated germination 
and treated germination). 
If the lots of seed you have tested are 
good enough to plant, you should have 
them cleaned and treated. Be sure 
seed is dried down to 12 or 124 percent 
moisture for safe storage. 
The best seed treatment, according 
to Ryder, is a commercially done 
slurry treatment with Captan. If such 
a service isn’t available in your area, 
the next best technique is to apply a 
seed box treatment at planting time. 
Don’t treat more than you can use as 
seed, because beans can’t be sold for 
livestock feed after they are treated. 
Since excess handling tends to crack 
beans, leaving them in sacks after 
cleaning and treatment is advisable.

A recent report on X-disease out of 
Michigan has created considerable 
concern among Ohio peach growers, 
according to B, V. Janson, Extension 
Plant Pathologist, The Ohio State 
University. X«disease is caused by a 
virus that infects peaches, cherries, 
and the native wild ehokecherry, he 
says. Janson adds that the die ease can 
tx' very destructive. Infected peach 
and cherry 
trees become com­ 
mercially worthless in two to four 
years, lie explains. 
Chokeeherries 
seldom live more than three years 
following infection. 
Although a few infected peach trees 
and wild chokeeherries were found in 
Ohio in 1944, the disease has not been 
seen in Ohio since that time except 
possibly in some wild ehokecherry 
bushes in the Northeastern part of the 
state. 
Foliage of affected peach trees 
appears normal until about mid-June 
when diffuse spots of blended red and 
yellow suddenly appear in the leaves. 
The spotting 
is 
frequently 
ac­ 
companied by an upward rolling of the 
leaf edges, says Janson. Soon after 
this, the fruits ripen prematurely and 
are off flavor. 
Since there are other peach viruses 
and peach problems that result in the 
reddening, yellowing, and rolling of 
peach leaves which could be mistaken 
for X-disease, growers suspecting the 
presence of X-disease in their plan­ 
tings are urged to contact their county 
agricultural agent or one of the Ohio 
fruit specialists for a more accurate 
diagnosis of the specific problem. 
In Ohio, the spread of X-disease into 
a peach or cherry planting can be 
prevented 
or 
stopped 
by 
the 
destruction of all chokeeherries within 
500 feet of such plants.

As January nears and end, many 
December newlyweds may discover 
that, money-wise, the honeymoon is 
over! Couples who haven’t 
given 
serious thought to planning money use 
may have felt some financial jolts. 
One big surprise to many young 
couples is how much money goes for 
little things 
the phone, light, heat, 
newspaper, 
toothpaste, 
cleaning 
supplies, all the small but necessary 
items. In another ease, a young bride 
may 1h* surprised at how much money 
goes for car expenses. In one study of 
young families under 25, car expenses 
took alxiut one dollar in every five. The 
couple may find themselves in debt for 
the first time as they borrow or use 
installment credit for furnishings or a 
car. 
Most young couples learn quickly 
that money is a critical factor in their 
marriage. It may help to be aware of 
common money troubles that plague 
many young couples: 
Differences of opinion about money 
use 
cost of housing, use of credit, 
how much income will be saved for a 
special purpose. 
Not enough financial reserve or 
flexibility to meet emergencies such as 
loss of job or an unplanned pregnancy. 
Impulsive buying — some couples 
may not have outgrown the teenage 
practice to buy what they want when 
they see it without comparison 
shopping. 
Getting committed to too many fixed 
payments so there’s nothing left for 
day-to-day needs. 
Wanting everything at once so that 
payments become a burden. Many 
couples have an unrealistic idea of the 
kind of living their income will buy. 
Each partner making purchases 
without agreeing on how to control 
spending. 
Some wag said the eternal triangle 
was really man, woman, and money. 
The wise young couple will, early in 
their marriage, work out together a 
money use-anti-control plan. Such a 
plan requires that the couple define 
some of those goals for the future as 
well as everyday expenses. 
Be as specific as possible in setting 
goals. Your family may decide its 
long-term goals are a debt-free home, 
education for children, and savings for 
retirement. For the coming 5-year 
period, goals might be buying a car, 
making a downpayment on a home, 
and buying an automatic washer and 
dryer. Goals for this year might be 
reducing debts, starting a reserve 
fund, and buying a vacuum cleaner. 
The next step in making a budget is 
estimating your fam ily’s income.

In Short Supply

, If you intend to plant soybeans this 
year, you’d better get seed bought and 
on your farm as soon as possible. 
That's the advice of Gordon Ryder, 
Extension Agronomist at The Ohio 
State University, who forsees a real 
shortage of good seed for planting the 
1973 crop. 
The problem is that germination 
percentages are down. Rainy weather 
last summer and fall allowed the 
development of Phomopsis seed decay 
and seedling blight in growing plants.

Can you tell when your house plants 
need repotting? Probably the first 
thing you will notice is that the foliage 
becomes oversize for the pot. 
A second way is to check the amount 
of soil in relation to the plant root 
system. Wet the soil in the pot. Then, 
while holding one hand around the 
base of the plant and over the soil, turn 
the plant and pot up side down and 
gently tap the edge of the pot on a 
bench. The plant and soil ball will 
come out intact. 
If all you see is a mass of white roots 
and not much soil, the plant should be 
repotted in a larger pot, using new 
potting soil. 
Repotting 
When repotting, select a container, 
preferably a clay pot, which has a 
drainage hole in the bottom. Excess 
water that cannot drain out will kill 
your plant. If you have a ceramic 
planter that you prefer to use, place a 
clay pot (liner) inside, or put a heavy 
layer of gravel or broken clay pot 
pieces in the bottom of the ceramic 
planter so the water can drain out of 
the potting soil. 
After watering the plant (in a 
ceramic planter), and after the bub­ 
bling has stopped, hold one hand over 
the surface of the soil and tip the pot 
over on its side. This permits excess 
water to drain out. In large ceramic 
pots that are too heavy to handle, place 
a gravel base underneath the clay pot 
liner. The important thing is to keep 
the clay pot and potting soil around the 
root system out of standing water. 
Dwarfing 
If you prefer to hold your house plant 
(or plants) in a dwarfed condition, do 
not repot. In this case, however, you 
should not over fertilize. Very in­ 
frequent fertilization — light ap­ 
plication once a year — and water as 
needed along with other plant care 
recommendations are all 
that 
is 
needed to keep the plant small or 
dwarfed.

harvested early and greatly in fields 
where harvest was delayed. 
Supplies of Ohio certified seed will 
be shorter than usual, and seed 
available will not germinate as well as 
they have in prior years. Only 30 
percent of the soybean seed samples 
tested in the Ohio Seed Improvement 
Association laboratory has ger­ 
minated at rates over 80 percent. About 
50 percent of the samples germinated 
at rates over 70 percent. 
The real shortage, however, is in the 
supplies of seed that farmers usually 
hold from their own crops and plant 
the following year- Many samples 
from these on-farm or elevator-held 
seed supplies are germinating so 
poorly that the seed are begin sold for 
feed processing. 
If you saved soybeans from you 1972 
crop that you want to plant this year, 
Ryder’s advice is to have them tested 
for germination as soon as possible. If 
they're like a lot of other Ohio beans 
grown last year, they may not ger­ 
minate well. 
It will pay to send samples to a 
laboratory soon for two reasons. First, 
it will give you time to find some better 
seed, if yours do not germinate 
adequately. Second, the laboratories 
are becoming swamped with samples 
for testing.

laboratory has recieved so many 
samples for regulatory testing, which 
the lab is required to do, the depart­ 
ment won’t be able to do much testing 
for individual farmers. In fact, of­ 
ficials there say that with normal 
amount of regulatory work coming in, 
some sampels may not be tested until 
plainting tim.e 
If you have a soybean seed sample 
vou’d like tested, Ryder recommends 
that you send it to a private laboratory. 
The sample will be tested to determine 
the regular germination percentage 
and the germination percentage after 
the seed is treated. Your county agent 
will be happy to forward your samples 
for you. Private laboratories in Ohio 
are: Seed Technology, Inc., Box 31, 
Marysville, Ohio 43040; the Ohio Seed 
Testing Service, Box 598, West Jef­ 
ferson, Ohio 43162; National Seed 
Testing Service, 2042 Birchwood, P. O.

Each sample should include about 
three pounds of soybeans packaged in 
a moisture proof plastic bag or other 
container. It’s likely that a charge of 
about $7 will be made on each sample 
duel tested (untreated germination 
and treated germination). 
If the lots of seed you have tested are 
good enough to plant, you should have 
them cleaned and treated. Be sure 
seed is dried down to 12 or 12* 2 percent 
moisture for safe storage. 
The best seed treatment, according 
to Ryder, is a commercially done 
slurry treatment with Captan. If such 
a service isn t available in your area, 
the next best technique is to apply a 
seed box treatment at planting time. 
Don’t treat more than you can use as 
seed, because beans can’t be sold for 
livestock feed after they are treated. 
Since excess handling tends to crack 
beans, leaving them rn sacks after 
cleaning and treatment is advisable.

A recent report on X"disease out of 
Michigan has created considerable 
concern among Ohio peach growers, 
according to B. F. Janson, Extension 
Plant Pathologist, The Ohio State 
University. X-disease is caused by a 
virus that infects peaches, cherries, 
and the native wild chokecherry, he 
says. Janson adds that the dieease can 
be very destructive. Infected peach 
and cherry trees become com­ 
mercially worthless in two to four 
years, he explains. Chokecherries 
seldom live more than three years 
following infection. 
Although a few infected peach trees 
and wild chokecherries were found in 
Ohio in 1944, the disease has not been 
seen in Ohio since that time except 
possibly in some wild chokecherry 
bushes in the Northeastern part of the 
state. 
Foliage of affected peach trees 
appears normal until about mid-June 
when diffuse spots of blended red and 
yellow suddenly appear in the leaves. 
The spotting 
is 
frequently 
ac­ 
companied by an upward rolling of the 
leaf edges, says Janson. Soon after 
this, the fruits ripen prematurely and 
are off flavor. 
Since there are other peach viruses 
and peach problems that result in the 
reddening, yellowing, and rolling of 
peach leaves which could be mistaken 
for X-disease, growers suspecting the 
presence of X-disease in their plan­ 
tings are urged to contact their county 
agricultural agent or one of the Ohio 
fruit specialists for a more accurate 
diagnosis of the specific problem. 
In Ohio, the spread of X-disease into 
a peach or cherry planting can be 
prevented 
or 
stopped 
by 
the 
destruction of all chokecherries within 
500 feet of such plants.

Wanting everything at once so that 
payments become a burden. Many 
couples have an unrealistic idea of the 
kind of living their income will buy. 
Each partner making purchases 
without agreeing on how to control 
spending.

The wise young couple will, early in 
their marriage, work out together a 
money use-and-control plan. Such a 
plan requires that the couple define 
some of those goals for the future as 
well as everyday expenses. 
Be as specific as possible in setting 
goals.

DEAR DIARY: Today, my 80-year- 
old father, Henry, came to live with us. 
Not that ifs such a big deal, ifs only 
that I should have known it wouldn’t 
work out. When Mother died suddenly 
two years ago, Dad insisted that he 
could live alone in the home he and 
mother had built for their retirement. 
He seemed to be managing nicely until 
one day I found him sick in bed with 
the flu, alone with nothing to eat. 
My husband agreed that we should 
build an apartment for Dad over our 
garage, adjoining our house. That way 
we could look after Dad and he would 
have a little place of his own. 
July 15, 1972 
DEAR DIARY: I don’t know how 
much of this I can take! Dad comes 
over here at least 40 times a day asking 
me what day it is, and when is Mother 
coming home? Today he put his arm 
around me and called me “ Mildred,”- 
thinking I was my own mother. 
He 
babbles 
constantly 
and 
sometimes he makes no sense at all. 
He wets his pants and even messes in 
his bed and his trousers. What a chore! 
Why didn’t I put him in a nursing 
home? It would have made life so nuch 
easier for us. Meanwhile, my brothers 
and sisters keep telling me what a 
“saint” I am, but they don’t offer to 
take him off my hands, I have my own 
life to live and Dad is 80. Dear God, 
help me! 
July 24, 1972 
DEAR DIARY: I am so ashamed, I 
can hardly write this. Today I un­ 
packed a trunk Dad stored in my attic 
after Mother died. Among the things 
Mother had saved was a packet of 
letters Dad had written to her over 50 
years ago when Mother left Daddy and

It was so wonderful to have you 
home for those few days. Maybe if we 
had brought your father here to live 
with us he would have lasted longer. 
Even though he was senile you seemed 
to calm him down. May be the “Poor 
Farm ” was not the place for him to 
have gone. 
In your absence, my 
biggest 
problem is Jane. She jabbers con­ 
stantly at two years old, asking the 
same questions over and over. She still 
soils her pants. I am counting the days 
until you come home to stay. I need 
you desperately to help me care for our 
“problem” child. 
Devotedly, Henry July 26, 1920 
DEAR DIARY: I have a confession 
to make. Shakespeare’s “Cycle of 
Life” was right. “From the cradle to 
the grave.” How could I have missed 
the fact that the diaper of the infant is 
a prelude to die diaper of senility? 
Until I found Dad’s letters to Mother, 
I regretted not having put Dad in a 
nursing liome. Not that that’s so bad, 
but what he really needs more than 
anything else is a family’s love and 
care. It’s inconvenient, and extra 
work, but now ifs my turn to repay 
him at the end of his life for what he did 
for me at the beginning of mine. 
Someday, he may yet best fit into 
some nursing home, and when (and if) 
that day comes, I will consider his own 
best interest. Until then, his letters to 
Mother will haunt my innermost soul.

he demonstrated that the lessons of 
three decades had not been lost. Where 
Kennedy had been stalemated time 
and again in moving his legislative 
projects along, Johnson achieved 
success. 
The year 1964 became the first of two 
years unparalleled since the early New 
Deal in domestic and soc ial legislation. 
The President interevened personally 
with the Congress; telephoned, visited, 
hosted, poured, fed, cajoled, but­ 
tonholed. 
Within 12 weeks of the assassination, 
the congressional glacier that had 
shilled Kennedy began to thaw. The 
House passed the bill that was to be­ 
come the 1964 Civil Rights Act; the 
Senate passed the tax cut. 
By tile end of January, the transition 
had lie en brilliantly effected and the 
LBJ brand was burned deep upon it. 
He made it clear that he would brook 
no compromise on the civil rights bill 
and unlike the watered-down law 
that he himself had helped push 
through in 1957, the act signed by 
Johnson on July 2, 1964, was sub­ 
stantially what Kennedy a year earlier 
had intended it to be. 
In 1964, although Congress hoped for 
an early campaignyear adjournment, 
Johnson kept it at work until October. 
A dazzling number of bills passed, 
including many that had been believed 
dead a year earlier. Many of Ken­ 
nedy’s proposals to increase federal 
aid to college students were passed: 
the mass-transit-aid bill, wheat price- 
support legislation, and the an ­ 
tipoverty plan that Kennedy was 
hatching at the time of his death—all 
won congressional approval with the 
Texan in the White House holding the 
whip. 
Bucking the opposition of Chairman 
Wilbur Mills of the House Ways and 
Meaas Committee, Johason failed to 
win passage of medical care for the 
elderly under Social Security. It was 
virtually 
his 
only 
conspicuous 
legislative failure that first year. But 
never mind. Before the Johnson years 
had ended, m edicare too would 
become law and Mills’ name would be 
on the bill. 
What could tarnish these 
solid 
Johnsonian 
achievem ents? 
Only 
Johnson himself. 
For while the legislative mill was 
whirring, the Johnson personality was 
becoming a Washington legend. In­ 
creasingly, what came to be known as 
his “style” was measured against the 
urbane personality of his slain 
predecessor—and inevitably, the new 
President lost in the comparisons. 
He took out the frustrations of the 
vice presidential years on the late 
ITesident’s brother, the man who, 
Johnson believed, had tried to block 
his selection as vice presidential 
nominee four years earlier. 
With 
barely restrained glee, he made it 
clear that Robert F. Kennedy would 
not be his 1964 runningmate. 
Johnson played credibility gap with 
the press before 
the 
Democratic 
National Convention but finally did 
what he had long planned to do, and 
chose Sen. Hubert Humphrey, a close 
ally of his days in the Senate, to run 
with him. 
Not that it made much difference. 
The Republicans had already given 
him conservative Barry Coldwater for 
an opponent. 
The Eastern “intellectuals” mocked 
and distrusted him, and he them. The 
Kennedy cadre gradually trickled out 
of the White House, having stayed on 
for a decent interval only to help in the 
transition. Word got around 
that 
Johnson treated his staff mercilessly, 
kicked elevator doors when he was im­ 
patient; berated his Secret Service 
guards; dined coarsely, cussed a lot. 
What started out as a lark—a high­ 
speed drive in the ranch country with 
some journalists— became elevated to 
the point of near-scandal. Johnson 
wooed the press with barbecues and 
drinks and exclusive interviews and 
frequent press conferences, then grew 
resentful when the w riters were 
critical. 
National 
prosperity 
rose 
and 
unem ploym ent declined. Johnson 


spent money on social problems; 
before he was out of office nearly $6 
billion was moving toward the nation’s 
slums. He responded to the blackwhite 
crisis of Selma, Ala., with an eloquent 
appeal 
to 
Congress- “ We shall 
overcome,” in that district Southern 
drawl 
and the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
was followed by another in 1965. 
Johnson, obsessed with secrecy and 
keeping his options open and with 
freedom of movement and consensus, 
In*gan to fence with the press, and the 
phrase? “credibility gap” was born; it 
would follow him into retirement. 
But expiration of the presidential 
term to which John Kennedy had been 
elected was a heady time nonetheless 
for the new President. 
In the autumn of 1964, Johnson was 
reborn on the political stump. In his 
newly armored presidential limousine, 
and often out of it, he wore his hands to 
blisters “pressing the flesh” ; reduced 
his voice to a <roak hollering “Come on 
and hear the speakin’ tonight—and 
Iring Molly and the babies.” 
'I’he 1964 Johnson victory was so 
overwhelming that the early shadows 
already creeping toward the Johnson 
presidency were all but dazzled away: 
He carried all but 60 of 435 con­ 
gressional districts; won slightly more 
than 61 per cent of the popular vote 
with a record 43.1 million votes; took 
486 electoral votes, and lost only in five 
Deep South states and Goldwater’s 
own Arizona. 
It seemed an overwhelming m an­ 
date for the Great Society Johnson had 
proclaimed during the campaign. 
Names like Mekong and Hue and 
Thieu were alien to U.S. ears. 
People wondered what Theodore 
White would have to write about in 
1968

Where the heroin ep idemic is con­ 
cerned, I tend to be flatly p essimistic. 
Like any one else, of course, I sy m­ 
p athize with the 
frustration 
of 
Governor Rockefeller, who, in his 
State of the State message a coup le of 
weeks ago. recommended a draconian 
solution: mandatory life sentences, 
without 
p arole, for 
all conv icted 
p ushers. 
N aturally , enlightened 
op inion 
reacted p redictably : with outrage. The 
gov ernor’s p rop osal was mediev al, 
reactionary and inhuman. But before 
the first wave of righteous indignation 
had receded, one detail was noticed: 
the Rockefeller p rop osal would not 
work. New York’s courtroom cap acity 
and jail facilities would hav e to be 
ex p anded by a factor of ten—and that 
is not going to hap p en—in order to take 
care of the p ushers large and small 
who would be ap p rehended in the near 
future.

NEW YORK (AP) - Since it now 
ap p ears that war can be halted by 
negotiation, more focus soon may be 
p laced on another step in President 
Nix on’s scheme, the negotiation of a 
lasting p eace through world trade. 
Considerable p rogress already has 
been made in this direction, of course. 
China trade has been reop ened not just 
to the United States but to Jap an, too. 
And the Soviet Union ap p ears to be 
intensely interested in Am erican 
goods. 
So far, however, that trade has not 
develop ed to the p oint where it might 
be said that the world’s major p owers 
have a v ested interest in keep ing the 
p eace — a mutual dep endency on trade 
that would be ruined by war. 
A study comp leted well before the 
cease-fire suggests that the President 
will hav e strong backing for his p eace- 
through-trade doctrine. 
The massiv e, highly detailed surv ey 
was conducted for Finance magazine 
among 149 academic authorities on 
international relations, the social and 
behav ioral sciences, and comp uter- 
simulated “p eace game’’ methodolgy . 
The 
group 
turned 
out 
to 
be 
p redominantly y oung, or under 40, and 
p olitically inclined to the left. Six ty p er 
cent described themselv es as liberal or 
ultraliberal, while only 16 p er cent 
claimed to be conserv ativ e. 


The academicians were inclined to 
believ e that a balance of p ower among 
nations was necessary to world p eace, 
with only 14 p er cent maintaining that 
the greatest hop e for p eace lay in 
disarmament. 
But interestingly , they felt economic 
considerations would be a v ery strong 
ingredient of that balance. Some 74 p er 
cent said “economic dev elop ment, 
trad e, technical coop eration and 
foreign aid’’ were either 
“highly 
imp ortant” or “ imp ortant” as an 
incentiv e to p eace. 
In contrast, the same group gav e a 
52 p er cent rating to “education and 
culture” as an incentive to p eace and 
only 39 p er cent to a category listed as 
“strengthening international institutes 
like the United Nations....” 
What emerges clearly from the 
study is that these authorities — 
although the names are confidential, it 
is known that many are considered 
ex p erts — ex p ect p eace, esp ecially 
where the United States is directly in­ 
volved, and feel strongly that a major 
element in that p eace will be our in­ 
ternational economic initiativ es. 
Trade between the United States and 
China, for ex amp le, was ex p ected by 
45 p er cent of the resp ondents to reach 
a p rop ortion that by 1976 will “con­ 
stitute 
a 
significant 
factor 
in 
establishing a lasting world p eace.” 


Admittedly the situation in New 
York is bleak enough. During the p ast 
sev eral y ears, drug-related deaths in 
the city hav e been increasing at a rate 
of about 200 p er y ear. It is not edify ing 
to know that about 1,7 00 p eop le will 
certainly die in 197 3, p robably 2,000 in 
197 4, and so on. But these deaths are as 
nothing comp ared with the social 
costs. Crime is p art of the air y ou 
breathe in New 
York: 
muggings, 
breaking and entering, p rostitution 
v irtually ubiquitous in midtown, and so 
on. Almost all such crime is usually 
directly traceable to the crav ing for 
heroin. And the imp act of the drug 
culture on entire sections of the city 
has been dev astating, the addicts 
driv ing the resp ectable householders 
out. tearing the p lumbing out of the 
abandoned buildings to sell it for a fix , 
burning the buildings themselv es to 
keep warm in the winter. Sections of 
the Bronx look like a bombed v illage in 
South Vietnam. 
But if Rockefeller’s p rop osals will 
not work, neither hav e the solutions 
nrooosed bv “enlightened” op inion. 
“Pov erty ” and “injustice” are alleged 
to cause addiction, but if we hav e to 
wait until those are remov ed we will 
wait a long time. Publicity camp aigns 
about the bad effects of drugs hav e 
failed. So has the methadone ap ­ 
p roach. 
It looks as if there were no solution to 
the heroin p roblem. And, of course, the 
p robelm is not unp recedented. In 18th- 
century 
England, 
cheap 
gin 
slaughtered thousands of rural p oor 
who had been disp laced to urban slums 
by the Enclosure Acts and by the 
commercial rev olution. Edward C. 
Banfield p oints to the high mortality 
rate in the 19th century among im­ 
migrants to American cities. Alcohol 
and random violence took an enor­ 
mous toll, p articularly among those 
who had come from rural Ireland. 
Banfield’s theory about all this is 
disp uted, but p lausible. He p osits an 
“underclass,” which, for one reason or 
another 
cannot 
adap t 
to 
the 
requirements of urban living. This 
underclass does not rise. In effect it 
com m its suicide: alcohol, heroin, 
whatnot. 
My own conclusion is that we shall 
p robably hav e to endure the heroin 
p roblem for a generation or two. Those 
who cannot stand its effects on urban 
living can—and hav e—moved away . 
After a while, heroin will disap p ear, 
along with those who use it.

™ Speaking Of Your Health

When the Vitamin C controv ersy was 
at its p eak last y ear p hy sicians, health 
authorities and scientists assumed a 
dogmatic p osition in fav or of or 
against its use for the treatment of the 
common cold. 
11 was astonishing to find that 
“armed camp s,” using words as 
barbs, denigrated or defended the 
enthusiasm of Dr. Linus Pauling for 
the use of v itamin C for common colds. 
It is true that Dr. Pauling has nev er 
attained the rev ered degree of M.D., or 
Medical Doctor. 
How, then, does one outside the 
“ fra tern ity ” dare introduce his 
rev olutionary thoughts about this, one 
of the greatest ills of man? 
The fact is, his p osition of a Nobel 
Prize winner in chemistry allows him 
the well-acquired right to diffuse 
greater knowledge about Vitamin C. 
After all, most of our great medical 
accom p lishm ents result from the 
studies of chemistry . 
Most of the drugs now in use are 
sy nthetic refinements of discov eries 
made in chemical laboratories by 
chemists, most of whom do not hav e a 
medical degree. 
In one of my columns at the time of 
the heated controv ersy about Vitamin 
C, I suggested that time, trial and 
error would ev entually tell us if there 
were any adv antage in taking ex ­ 
cessiv e doses of v itamin C in order to 
the reduce the frequency , the sev eritv . 
or the duration of the common cold. 
With good scientific controls with 
p atients it was inev itable that the 
truth or the fallacy of Dr. Pauling’s 
theory would be established. 
Dr. T. W. Anderson, p rofessor of 
ep idemiology at the Univ ersity of 


Toronto in Canada, has just comp leted 
an enormous study on the efficacy of 
Vitamin C as a p rotection against the 
common cold. Neither the p atients who 
were tested nor the doctors who were 
treating them know which p atients 
were receiv ing Vitamin C. 
Dr. Anderson and his colleagues 
were ex trem ely skep tical of Dr. 
Pauling’s claim when first they began 
the study . The results hav e almost 
comp letely wip ed away their skep ­ 
ticism. 
They believe that there still are 
some questions that are unanswered, 
but their results are sufficiently en­ 
couraging for them to continue their 
intensive surv ey . 
Almost 1,000 p eop le were studied, 
only half of whom were given Vitamin 
C, in doses of 1,000 mg. daily . All were 
given similar-looking medication. 
Those who were taking the Vitamin 
C had fewer colds and fewer day s of 
disability than those who were not. 
Dr. Pauling originally recom ­ 
mended doses as high as 4,000 mg. of 
Vitamin C a day , taken at the onset of a 
cold, to reduce the sev erity of the in­ 
fection. He also recommended a huge 
daily dose in order to p rev ent a cold. 
Dr. Anderson’s study is one of the 
best-controlled scientific v entures to 
sup p ort the claims of Dr. Pauling. 
Even more ex tensiv e study p lans are 
already being blue-p rinted. 
Since Vitamin C, or ascorbic acid, 
unlike some other v itamins, is com­ 
p letely safe in high doses to most 
p eop le, those with frequent colds 
might give serious consideration to its 
use. 
However, before embarking on such 
a regime y our own doctor should be 
consulted.

The Heroin Curse 


Where the heroin epidemic is con­ 
cerned. I tend to be flatly pessimistic.

NEW YORK (A P) — Since it now 
appears that war can be halted by 
negotiation, more focus soon may be 
placed on another step in President 
Nixon’s scheme, the negotiation of a 
lasting peace through world trade. 
Considerable progress already has 
been made in this direction, of course. 
China trade has been reopened not just 
to the United States but to Japan, too. 
And the Soviet Union appears to be 
intensely interested in American 
goods. 
So far, however, that trade has not 
developed to the point where it might 
be said that the world’s major powers 
have a vested interest in keeping the 
peace — a mutual dependency on trade 
that would be ruined by war. 
A study completed well before the 
cease-fire suggests that the President 
will have strong backing for his peace- 
through-trade doctrine. 
The massive, highly detailed survey 
was conduc ted for Finance magazine 
among 149 academic authorities on 
international relations, the social and 
behavioral sciences, and computer- 
simulated “ peace game” rnethodolgy. 
The 
group 
turned 
out 
to 
be 
predominantly young, or under 40, and 
politically inclined to the left. Sixty per 
cent described themselves as liberal or 
ultraliberal, while only 16 per cent 
claimed to be conservative. 


The academicians were inclined to 
believe that a balance of power among 
nations was necessary to world peace, 
w ith only 14 per cent maintaining that 
the greatest hope for peace lay in 
disarmament. 
But interestingly, they felt economic 
considerations would be a very strong 
ingredient of that balance. Some 74 per 
cent said “ economic development, 
trade, technical cooperation and 
foreign aid” were either “ highly 
important” or “ important” as an 
incentive to peace. 
In contrast, the same group gave a 
52 per cent rating to “ education and 
culture” as an incentive to peace and 
only .T9 per cent to a category Usted as 
“ strengthening international institutes 
like the United Nations....” 
What emerges clearly from the 
study is that these authorities — 
although the names are confidential, it 
is known that many are considered 
experts — expect peace, especially 
where the United States is directly in­ 
volved, and feel strongly that a major 
element in that peace will be our in­ 
ternational economic initiatives. 
T rade between the United States and 
China, for example, was expected by 
45 per cent of the respondents to reach 
a proportion that by 1976 will “ con­ 
stitute 
a 
significant 
factor 
in 
establishing a lasting world peace.” 


Admittedly the situation rn New 
York is bleak enough. During the past 
several years, drug-related deaths in 
the city have been increasing at a rate 
of about 200 per year. It is not edifying 
to know that about 1,700 people will 
certainly die in 1973, probably 2,000 in 
1974, and so on. But these deaths are as 
nothing compared with the social 
costs. Crime is part of the air you 
breathe in New York: muggings, 
breaking and entering, prostitution 
virtually ubiquitous in midtown, and so 
on. Almost all such crime is usually 
directly traceable to the craving for 
heroin. And the impact of the drug 
culture on entire sections of the city 
has been devastating, the addicts 
driving the respectable householders 
out. tearing the plumbing out of the 
abandoned buildings to sell it for a fix, 
burning the buildings themselves to 
keep warm in the winter. Sections of 
the Bronx look like a bombed village in 
South Vietnam 
But if Rockefeller’s proposals will 
not work, neither have the solutions 
nrooosed bv “ enlightened’’ opinion. 
“ Poverty” and “ injustice” are alleged 
to cause addiction, but if we have to 
wait until those are removed we will 
wait a long time. Publicity campaigns 
about the bad effects of drugs have 
failed. So has the methadone ap­ 
proach. 
It looks as if there were no solution to 
the heroin problem. And, of course, the 
probelm is not unprecedented. In 18th- 
century 
England, 
cheap 
gin 
slaughtered thousands of rural poor 
who had been displaced to urban slums 
by the Enclosure Acts and by the 
commercial revolution. Edward C. 
Bonfield points to the high mortality 
rate in the 19th century among im­ 
migrants to American cities. Alcohol 
and random violence took an enor­ 
mous toll, particularly among those 
who had come from rural Ireland. 
Banfield’s theory about all this is 
disputed, but plausible. He posits an 
“ underclass,” which, for one reason or 
another 
cannot 
adapt 
to 
the 
requirements of urban living. This 
underclass does not rise. In effect it 
commits suicide: alcohol, heroin, 
whatnot. 
My own conclusion is that we shall 
probably have to endure the heroin 
problem for a generation or two. Those 
who cannot stand its effects on urban 
living can—and have—moved away. 
After a while, heroin will disappear, 
along with those who use it.

Speaking Of Your Health

Wlwn the Vitamin C controversy was 
at its peak last year physicians, health 
authorities and scientists assumed a 
dogmatic position in favor of or 
against its use for the treatment of the 
common cold. 
It was astonishing to find that 
“ armed camps,” using words as 
barbs, denigrated or defended the 
enthusiasm of Dr. Linus Pauling for 
the use of vitamin C for common colds. 
It is true that Dr. Pauling has never 
attained the revered degree of M D., or 
Medical Doctor. 
How. then, does one outside the 
“ fraternity” dare introduce his 
revolutionary thoughts about this, one 
of the greatest ills of man? 


The fact is, his position of a Nobel 
Prize winner in chemistry allows him 
the well-acquired right to diffuse 
greater knowledge about Vitamin C. 
After all, most of our great medical 
accomplishments result from the 
studies of chemistry. 
Most of the drugs now in use are 
synthetic refinements of discoveries 
made in chemical laboratories by 
chemists, most of whom do not have a 
medical degree. 
In one of my columns at the time of 
the heat cm I controversy about Vitamin 
C, I suggested that time, trial and 
error would eventually tell us if there 
were any advantage in taking ex­ 
cessive doses of vitamin C in order to 
the reduce the frequency, the severity 
or the duration of the common cold. 
With good scientific controls with 
patients it was inevitable that the 
truth or the fallacy of Dr. Pauling’s 
theory would be established. 
Dr. T. W. Anderson, professor of 
epidemiology at the University of 


Toronto in Canada, has just completed 
an enormous study on the efficacy of 
Vitamin C as a protection against the 
common cold. Neither the patients who 
were tested nor the doctors who were 
treating them know which patients 
were receiving Vitamin C. 
Dr. Anderson and his colleagues 
were extremely skeptical of Dr. 
Pauling’s claim when first they began 
the study. The results have almost 
completely wiped away their skep­ 
ticism. 
They believe that there still are 
some questions that are unanswered, 
but their results are sufficiently en­ 
couraging for them to continue their 
intensive survey. 
Almost 1,000 people were studied, 
only half of whom were given Vitamin 
C, in doses of 1,000 mg. daily. All were 
given similar-looking medication. 
Those who were taking the Vitamin 
(’ had fewer colds and fewer days of 
disability than those who were not. 
Dr. 
Pauling originally recom­ 
mended doses as high as 4,000 mg. of 
Vitamin C a day, taken at the onset of a 
cold, to reduce the severity of the in­ 
fection. He also recommended a huge 
daily dose in order to prevent a cold. 
Dr. Anderson’s study is one of the 
best-controlled scientific ventures to 
support the claims of Dr. Pauling. 
Even more extensive study plans are 
already being blue-printed. 
Since Vitamin C, or ascorbic acid, 
unlike some other vitamins, is com­ 
pletely safe in high doses to most 
people, those with frequent colds 
might give serious consideration to its 
use. 
However, before embarking on such 
a regime your own doctor should be 
consulted.

All told, Mansfield said that of the 
total figure some $202 billion in outlays 
or 74 per cent were uncontrollable, that 
is ticketed for such programs as 
military pensions and Social Security. 
That leaves approximately $66 
billion in spending that is controllable 
by the President and Congress, 
Mansfield said congressional leaders 
were told. 
Mansfield said he was “ sorry to 
note” there was an increase in the 
Pentagon budget, but he added that it 
was because of salaries and higher 
costs of the new volunteer army. The 
Pentagon is slated to get about $79 
billion, he said. 
On a percentage basis, Mansfield 
said, spending for welfare, medical 
research and aid to education, was to 
be higher than defense spending.

—■ A herd of some 30 wooly 
musk-ox roam near here, 
eating grass and 
earning 
more than $2,000 eac h a y ear. 
The animals, a 
spec ies 
dating bac k to the ic e age, 
were brought to this village 
on the shore of Ungava Bay in 
1967 from Ellesmore Island in 
the Arc tic by the Quebec 
resourc es 
development 
of­ 
fic e. 
The heavy , high-quality 
wool that protec ts them from 
extremely low temperatures 
has bec ome a part of the 
ec onomy of this tiny Eskimo 
settlement. 
Every y ear five or six 
pounds of down is taken from 
eac h animal. Eac h ounc e of 
that down may be made into a 
piec e of c lothing that sells for 
about $35. 
Some of 
the 
Eskimos earn their living by 
knitting the wool. 
Dr. 
J ules 
Bourque, 
veterinarian in c harge of the 
animals, said that several 
persons have expressed an 
interest in raising musk-ox, 
but none of this herd is for 
sale. 
He has refused an offer of 
$18,(XJ0 for a male and female. 
“You c an’t sell a pair for that 
pric e when a single one is 
worth $1 million.” 
In 1967, 11 musk-ox from 
the Ellesmere herd, aged 
three to four months, were 
installed on a farm laid out 
for them on the site of nearby 
Old 
Fort 
Chimc o. 
The 
animals found it diffic ult to 
adapt to their new home and 
three females died shortly 
after their arrival. 
But now all is going well, 
Dr. Bourque said. In 1971 five 
males and two females were 
born. In 1972 another five 
males and five females were 
added.

FOHT CHIMO, Que. (AP) 
— A herd of some 30 wooly 
musk-ox roam near here, 
eating grass and earning 
more than $2,000 each a year. 
The animals, a 
species 
dating back to the ice age, 
were brought to this village 
on the shore of Ungava Bay in 
1967 from Ellesmore Island in 
the Arctic by the Quebec 
resources development of­ 
fice. 
The heavy, high-quality 
wool that protects them from 
extremely low temperatures 
has become a part of the 
economy of this tiny Eskimo 
settlement. 
Every year five or six 
pounds of down is taken from 
each animal. Each ounce of 
that down may be made into a 
piece of clothing that sells for 
about $35. Some of the 
Eskimos earn their living by 
knitting the wool. 
Dr. 
Jules 
Bourque, 
veterinarian in charge of the 
animals, said that several 
persons have expressed an 
# 
interest in raising musk-ox, 
Equipment but none of this herd is for 
sale. 
He has refused an offer of 
$18,000 for a male and female. 
“You can’t sell a pair for that 
price when a single one is 
worth $1 million.” 
In 1967, ll musk-ox from 
the Ellesmere herd, aged 
three to four months, were 
installed on a farm laid out 
for them on the site of nearby 
Old 
Fort 
Chi mco. 
The 
animals found it difficult to 
adapt to their new home and 
three females died shortly 
after their arrival. 
But now all is going well, 
Dr. Bourque said. In 1971 five 
males and two females were 
born. In 1972 another five 
males and five females were 
added.

MARIETTA, Ohio (A P )—Survivors 
of two persons killed in a boiler ex­ 
plosion Oct. IO, 1971, have filed law 
suits totaling more

$676,000 
against the First Baptist Church of 
Marietta. 
The suits were brought by Carolyn 
K. Murphy of Martinsburg, W. Va., 
and Mark H. Schultheis of Marietta. 
Mrs. Murphy’s husband, Michael D. 
Murphy, and Schultheis’ father, 
Robert Schultheis, were among five 
people killed in the explosion at the 
church. 
Defendants include Iieland Brown of 
Marietta, a church employe; Charles 
J. Ross of Parkersburg, W. Va., 
church architect; and W. H. Heidy Co. 
of Marietta, contractors; Bergen 
Brothers, Inc., Marietta, and National 
Gas Boiler Co. of Johnstown, Pa. 


Cincinnati Courthouse riots of 1884. 
Public spirited citizens raised $4,100 
to help care for the mother of Capt. 
John J. Desmond who was killed 
leading the First Regiment of the Ohio 
National Guard against the riots. 
The bloody nots broke out after the 
first of two men, accused of murdering 
a horse trader and throwing his body 
into the Mill Creek, was sentenced to 
life in prison. 
Historians said the city rioted 
demanding the death penalty. The 
second defendant was later convicted 
and executed. 
During the riots, IOO were killed and 
300 
were 
wounded 
and 
the 
old 
Hamilton County Courthouse was 
burned down destroying most of the 
county records. 
Desmond, who was also an attorney, 
was shot down by a rioter as he led 
troops into the courthouse. 
Captain Desmond’s mother died in 
1895. In 1901 a court ruled that the 
funds should be used to aid three 
militiamen wounded in the fighting. 
They were Edward J. Miephert, 
Charles W. Cook and Michael J. 
Malone. As each died, the bank sought 
further instructions. In 1956, Malone’s 
daughter, Jane, became the recipient 
but died in 1971. 
'I’he bank has now returned to the 
court because they can find no other 
beneficiaries. 
Part of the trust fund originally went 
for a statue of Desmond, which still 
stands in the new courthouse, having 
been moved several times.
